Besides those named there are forty other 
houses: representing nearly every important 
trade center of the cquntry. Negotiations 
are still pending with other houses, and it is 
expected there will be further accessions 
to the number already enrolled in the com- 
bination. 
| Several names have been oan for the 
consolidation, such as the International 
Hardware company, National Hardware 
and Metal company, International Hardware 
‘and Metal company, and there is little doubt 
that one of these will be chosen. 


List of Probable Officers. 


The organization not being technically 
completed there has been no formal choice 
of officers. It is purposed that the officials 
shall be as follows: E. C. Simmons, Presi- 


dent; John Bindley, Vice President; and W. 
PD. Simmons, chairman of the Executive

4 committee. There wiil be a Board of Di- 
rectors, consisting of from twenty-five to 


thirty persons, representing the different 
sections of the country.

It is 
intended to incorporate under the laws of

stock. The preferred will be a 6 per. cent 


j cumulative stock, preferred both for liquida- 


tion and dividends. The general headquar- 
ters for buying and selling and transporta- 
tion of goods will be in St. Louis: The East- 


ern headquarters will be in New York City. 


The members of the Executive committee re- 


siding.in the East with Mr. Bindley will man-- 


ig the Eastern business of the corporation. 


Adopt Home Rule Plan... 

The Eastern office will have charge of the 
finances and of the auditing and insurance 
of the company, as well as the general direc- 
tion of all the houses in Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania, New York, and New England. 
The general buying for the company will be 
from the St. Louis headquarters, where the 
larger contracts will be placed, but the small- 
er buying wil! be done by the local houses. 

The principle of home rule will be recog- 
nized in connection with the local houses, 
who will make their own selling prices, ex- 
cept so far as this may interfere with the 
buying department or the expressed wishes 
of the manufacturers, which it wiil be the 
policy of the company to respect. Eagh 
house will be held responsible for the results 
of its business, and if these are not satisfac- 
tory the house will be closed up.

Apart from the fact that the company 
naturally expects to purchase goods on the 
most favorable terms, in view of the large 
volume they will handle, attention is called

|KHILAY QUITS GAIRO POST 


CHIEF JUSTICE OF INTERN ATION- 


AL COURT RESIGNS. 


Man WhosefAppointment as Minfater 
* to Italy and Later to Vienna Caused 
Trouble During Cleveland Admin- 
istration Vacates Important Posi- 
tion in Egypt Because of Wife's 
Death—President Roosevelt Notified 
by Khedive—Will Name Successor. 


New York, April 9.—[Special.]—The news 


was received in this city today that Chief 
Justice A. M. Keiley of the International 


Court at Cairo, Egypt, had resigned his posi- 


tion. This resignation was tendered to the 
Khedive, of Egypt, who has notified this 
government of the fact. 


The vacancy is to be filled by President 


Roosevelt, and as the position is regarded 
as a most desirable one, it is expected there 
will be many applicants as soon as the fact 
becomes known. 

The resignation of Mr. Keiley is under- 
stood to have been due to the death of his 


| wife. 


Appointed by Cleveland, 
Anthony M. Kelley first came into na- 


‘tional prominence through his nomination 


by President Cleveland in 1885 as Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
Italy. 

For twelve years Mr. Kelley. was Presi- 
dent of the National Irish Catholic Benev- 
olent union. He professed the Catholic 
faith. Between Mr. Keiley and: Cardinal 
Gibbons there has existed a warm personal 
friendship. He did not let his religion stand 
between him and his happiness when he fell 
in love with a young woman who was a 
Jewess. They were married, and their wed- 
ded life was one of unbroken affection. 


Repudiated by Two Courts. 

Mr. Keiley’s appointment as Minister to 
Italy was canceled on account of objections 
of the Italian government. He was then 
accredited by President Cleveland as Minis- 
The Austrian government 
also objected. Secretary Bayard went so 
far as to say the appointment would be al- 
lowed to stand even though it resulted ina 


cessation of diplomatic relations between the 


United States and Austria. 

To relieve the administration of President 
Cleveland of further embarrassment Mr. 
Keiley resigned. He was later appointed by 
President Cleveland to the international 
court at Cairo, and has served in that court 
continuously since that time. | 


GIRL BRUTALLY MURDERED 
AND LEFT LYING IN STREET. 


Unknown Man Stabs and Clubs to 
Death Young Woman Not Yet Identi- 
fied—Mystery in ‘Whole Affair. 


Detroit, Mich. “April 10, 3 a. m.—A young 
girl, who has not yet been identified, was 
‘stabbed and pounded to death just before 
midnight in Thirteenth street, near McGraw 
street... 

Her throat‘ was cut from ear to ear, a knife 


was thrust into her brain behind the-ear,- 


and a mark on her forehead el that she 


had been clubbed. 
A resident of the Harry 


‘Jewell, heard cries and screams, and, look- 


ing out, saw a,man striking a girl down. 
After felling her and running away a short 


distance, Jewell says the assailant turned 


again and renewed his attack on her pros- 
trate body. Jewel!l notified the police, who 
found the girl dead. She was apparently a 
working girl. 

Several people residing in the vicinity of the 
murder. were taken to the morgue by the 
police, but none of them could identity the 


girl. 
Ooroner Hoffman says the dent in her fore- 


head was evidently made with a hammer or 


| some other blunt instrument. 


There was absolutely nothing on her person 
by which she could be identified. She is ap- 
parently about 20 years of age, and weighs 
about 120 pounds. 

Thirteenth street, in the vicinity of the 
crime, is sparsely settled. Harry Jewell was 
waiking along McGraw avenue towards his 
home when he heard screams coming from 
Thirteenth street. Looking across the va- 
cant lots he saw the girl struck down. The 
murderer ran away, and then, apparently 
not sure that he had accomplished his pur- 
pose, returned. 

Jewell ran to the house of his irether<tii- 
law, near-by, for assistance, and the two 
men ran across the lots. Lying on the side- 
walk they found the mutilated body. They 
then notified the police. 

An examination of the neighborhood re- 
vealed a great pool of blood on Antoinette 
street, two and a half blocks from where the 
body was found. How it came there is a 
mystery. Up to 2:30 the police had not cap- 
tured the murderer. nor had any clew to his 
identity been discovered.

Reserves Ordered to 

General ‘Cousebant d’Allemade, Minister of 
War, has ordered the reserves to join the 
colors. These include the militia and four- 
teen line regiments of the years 1898 and 
1899, besides the carabinier and _Srenadier 
regiments. 

Wednesday’s disturbance was started by 
the action of the government in expelling 
from Belgium four Spanish Republican Dep- 
uties who came to visit the country. They 
sddressed a Socialist meeting on Tuesday, 
and yesterday morning they received_notice 
from the police to leave Belgium at once. 


Mob Hoots the King. 

Their departure from the railway station 
happened to coincide with the arrival of 
King Leopold from France. His Majesty

** Long live universal suffrage,’’ ‘‘ Long live 
the republic.’’ The police kept the course of 
the motor car, which speeded off.

Mobs Attack Catholics. 

All night there were disorders in several 
places, the violence of the mobs being usu- 
ally directed against the Catholics, for the 
clerical party is the mainstay of the oppo- 
sition to universal suffrage. ; 

A noisy parade of Socialists in Brussels this 
evening @uiminated in a riot in one of the 
suburbs. A mob attacked some convents 
and houses of clerical deputies, smashing 
the windows. They also extinguished the 
street lamps. The police were resisted and 
several revolvers were fired by the crowd. 
The police then fired their revolvers, but 
were outnumbered and forced to take refuge 
in a café. The crowd pursued, wounded 
them, and wrecked the café. Afterwards 


they smashed the windows of all the shops_} 
to. formally contest the will. 


that were open. It is reported that many 
persons were wounded in the fighting. 


Rioting in Other Cities. 

There has been rioting at Liege and 
Ghent, and the reports from those piaces rep- 
resent the trouhle as being serious. Many 
persons were injured, and numerous arrests 
were made. 

A dynamite cartridge was thrown at a 
priest’s house at La Louviere. The house 
was damaged, but nobody was hurt. The 
miners and ironworkers are keenly interest- 
ed in the agitation. Strikes have begun in 
some of the collieries, and there is talk of a 
general strike on April 14. 


Spaniards Arrive at Liege. 

LIEGE, Belgium, April 9.—A procession of 
1,500 persons met the delegation of Spanish 
Republican deputies, 
from Brussels, when they arrived at the 
railroad station here. The Spaniards were 
given a‘riotous welcome, but the gathering 
was dispersed by the police. Four persons 


were injured. 
During an anti-Catholic riot at Ghent sev- 


eral persons were injured and a number 
arrested. Troops were called out to quell 


the troubles.

Power of Political Pull. 
Mr. Randolph then, under fire of questi 
confessed that he sometimes hesitated about 
discharging men because of the power of 


politics.

President Thomas Smyth of the board in 
the midst of a heated scene that had devel- 
oped. | 

* Two or three,”’ responded Mr. Randolph. 

How long have they been there?’ 
ed the President. 

‘‘ For some time,” said the engineer. “‘ But 
I'd rather discuss the matter in private with 
the trustees.”’ 

‘Stirred by Mr. Randolph's sudden exposure 
of political influence weighing down the great 
engineering work, Trustee Wenter, speaking 
under the stress of great feeling and indig- 
nation, declared: 

‘** Patronage is a curse. It kills every man 
that ‘depends upon it. The taxpayers look 
at results, and 1 don’t want this board to be . 
in a position to be assailed constantly.” 


Refuse Control to. Engineer. 

After Mr. Randoiph’s avowal that political ; ’ 
domination had been: felt in his department - 
in spite of his desire to keep clear of it, the’ 
Commissioners went on record as 
siving “she” ever enginee 
employés to the chief. enginéer, only “un 
Carter and Mr. Wenter favoring such a 
course. 

Having defeated that plan, the board passed 
a resolution directing Mr. Randolph to re-' 
port to the Engineering committee ** whether 
the rule of the board which declares that 
the chief engineer shall have entire charge 
of the engineering department has been ob- 
served and all matters pertaining thereto.”’ 
Trustee Braden, who introduced the resolu- 
tion, declared it meant that an investigation 
will be made of the department. Chief En- 
gineer Randolph is expected to make a re- 
port in detail telling what employés of the 
department have secured their positions 
through influence and how and why they 
have been maintained on the pay roll despite 
incompetency. 

Carter Thows the Bomb, 

The board had completed its routine work 
when Trustee Carter arose and fired the 
bombshell which started the debate. He 
spoke slowly at first, but as he became 
warmed up to his subject he talked — 
rapidly and earnestly. 

‘“‘T believe that every trustee has the ut- 
most confidence in the head of the engineer- 
ing department,” he said. ‘‘ His unswerving 
fidelity has saved the district many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. It is fitting 
that we give some public expression to our 
appreciation ofthis fidelity. Bearing in 
mind Mr. Randolph’ siategrity, and believing . 
it is the best way to convince the public that, 
our work is properly conducted, I move that 
the chief engineer haye full and absolute 
control of the engineeting department, and 
that he be directed and empowered to make 
any changes that he may deem necessary, 
either to increase the efficiency of his de- 
partment or to eliminate expenses.” 


Wenter Lends Support. 
As Mr. Carter resumed his seat Trustee

Deneen Determined to Press

HOW HE GETS “GRAFT.”

NEW LAWS ARE REQUIRED. 


State’s Attorney Deneen may be able to 
bring the official career of “‘ Dicky '' Dean 
as “constable” to an end, Three indict- 
ments are now standing against Dean, and 
Mr. Deneen has ordered hig assistants to re- 
pe why the cases have not been brought to 
t 

Two indictments are for conspiracy and 
Newcomer was assigned to the first two and 
Assistant State's Attorney Olson to the last. 
The fact that Dean is under three indict- 
ments makes his officia] misdeeds somewhat 
more unbearable than those of the ordinary 
constable, His latest exploit is arresting his 
fellow-craftsmen for alleged trespass on his 
slot machine “ graft.’’ One of those arrested, 
Thomas Reed, a private detective, declares 
that he was kidnaped. 


row,”’ said Mr. Deneen. “ It is possible that 
those who should have been interested in 
prosecuting the cases have left the city, but 
the assistants to whom the cases have been 
assigned will! be called on for a report.”’ 


How “Dickie”? Dean Protects. 


Dean is most likely to be brought to trial 
eon the indictment for larceny. Attorney 
Kitt Gould furnished the evidence to the 
grand jury which indicted Dean, and he said 
yesterday that the testimony was still ob- 
tainable. In this case Charles Scdnnell 
swore that he had paid Dean $100 a month 
for ** protection ’’ ‘of slot machines on the 
South Side. 

“Dean was ‘protecting’ Scannel’s slot 
machines on the South Side and was receiv- 
ing $100 a month,’’ explained Mr. Gould. 
‘Scannell also was paying $500 a month to 
some city official. After a time business 
began to fall off, and Scannell, who could not 
continue his payments to Dean, stored his 
slot machines in the Empire Storage Ware- 
house at Fiftieth street and Lake avenue. 

** Dean, after payments had been stopped, 
went after the machines. He found that 
they had been taken to the warehouse, so he 
secured a search warrant to search for 
gambling devices and a writ of replevin. 
Then he and his gang broke into the ware- 
house and began to put the machines into 
carts. 

“The machines went into the possesion of 
Herbert Millis of the Mills Novelty company. 
He was frank enough in saying that Dean 
brought them to him, and added that I could 
not get them, writ of replevin or no writ. 
Scannell was the owner of the machines. 
Mills selis them. Dean either ‘ protects’ or 
seizes them. When Mille gets them they are 
for sale again.” 


Raid That Paid $2,000. 


In another recent raid of the constabulary 
on slot machines the loot amounted to $2,000. 
The constables themselves were overheard 
telling of this expedition by Attorney Henry 
Gibbs, who represents some of the men Dean 
has arrested for interference with his 

“These fellows were telling of a raid on: 
machines in West Hammond,” aaid Mr. 
Gibbs. “‘ They had gone down with wagons 
for a wholesale harvest. They cleaned out 
the place, gathering in $2,000, according to 
their own story, and then started back for 
town.” 

It is asserted by attorneys that unless a 
constable resorts to illegal methods the busi- 
ness is not sufficiently profitable to make it 
worth his while to seek the office. 

“ A decent man can't beja constable,’’ said 
Attorney Gould. fi 


. Other “Holdups” Worked. 

A law that can be used as a “ holdup ”’ 
measure is said to be the chief joy of the type 
of constable of which Dean is cited as an 
abnormal growth. 

“They have used the law forbidding the 
covering of fruit with colored gauze to hold 
up the fruit dealers,” said an attorney. 
“They go to a dealer and find baskets cov- 
ered with red or blue gauze. Then it costs 
the dealer $5 or so to escape prosecution. 
They made the same use of the flag law be- 
fore it was declared unconstitutional.”’ 


Some of the Remedies. 


It has been suggested that some thought be 
given to the election of constables and that 
an effort be made to secure honest men. The 
abolition of justice courts and the substitu- 
tion of municipal courts and the substitution 
ave been 
advocated. Reduction in the number of 
constables and justices and the aboltion of 
the fee system have been recommended. 

Statutory or constitutional changes would 
a necessary to carry out most of the reform 
plans. 

Attorney Gould, as a member of the State 
Legislature, has a measure which was intro- 
duced at the last session and for which an- 
other attempt will be made at the next. This 
| provides that when a citizen thinks he is 

being persecuted in justice courts he may 
carry the case to the County Court on a writ 
of certiorari. 

‘In the County Court,’ said Mr. Gould, 
“the defendant will give bond to guarantee 
the court costs. If he proves his case the 
costs will have to be paid by the prosecuting 
parties. This would relieve a man from 
being dragged out to Harlem or some more 
remote place in the county, It might pile up 
work on the County Courts, but more Judges 
could be secured. It may be good law to haul 
a man to the farthest end of the county, buf 
it’s bad morals. 

“ That bill would haye been passed at the 
last session of the Legislature if it had not 
been for the opposition of some of the coun- 
try members. As it was it nearly passed. 
There undoubtedly will be some justice court 
legislation at the next session. People have 
about reached the limit of their patience.” 


Trial May Reveal Methods. 

_ Bome details in the method of the con- 
stables in working the slot machine field for 
profit will be obthined at the trial of the 
three constables and one private detective 
arrested by Dean on warrants sworn out 
before Justice Chott by “ Ed Baton.” The 
men are charged with raiding slot machines 
on forged warrants. This they deny, and 
charged Dean with arresting them because 
he thought they were trespassing on his 
* protection ” territory.

Salesman for Clothing House. 
Mayor. Sullivan is of Irish descent, but 
born in Massachusetts thirty-four years 
ago. He is tall, of medium build, with reg- 
ular and pleasing features and courteous 
manners. In early life he learned the paper- 
maker's trade, but dropped it for the more 
congenial pursuit of salesman in a clothing 
store. He became a proprietor at Spring- 
field, and only three years ago came to Hart- 
ford as a salesman in a large local estab- 
lishment. He became interested in the labor 
movement, was chosen President of the 
Central union of the city, and now is serv- 
ing his second term as President of the State 
Federation of Labor. He is in moderate 
circumstances and occupies a modest home 
in the outskirts of the city. 

In conversation this afternoon the Mayor 
referred to his victory as a triumph of the 
working element of the city, pulling together 
on union lines.

GAR-BAIPERS WIN A POINT 


TRAVEL FROM AUSTIN TO BOW- 
MANVILLE FOR NICKEL. 


Citizens of Suburb Test Ruling of 

Court by Refusing to Pay More than 

One Fare tor the Trip Between Ma- 

tremes of City—Traction Employes 

Submit Without Show of Violenge— 

_ Distance of Thirteen Miles Is Cov- 
ered. 


Leaders in the Austin transfer war claim 
a great victory. Last night they demon- 
strated that five cents is sufficient to pay 
their passage from Austin to Bowmanville, 
a distance of thirteen miles, at the rate of 
three-tenths of a cent a mile. 

This is the first time that passengers have 
been carried from the two extremes of the 
city for one fare, and citizens of the suburb 
are jubilant. They say that the universal 
transfer is now inevitable as long as Judge 
Ball’s decision stands, and they ifsist that 
it is impossible for the Supreme Court to 
reverse the decision because of the old ordi- 
nance which requires the traction companies 
to transfer between the North and West 
Sides of the city. | 

In making the trip from Austin to Bow- 
manville to attend a mass-meeting in the 
cause of the universal transfer, Alderman 
Race, W. EB. Golden, and J. C. Carrier decided 
to test the ruling of the court to the limit. 
The trip involves more than thirteen miles, 
and the fare now charged by the traction 
company is 40 cents for the round trip. 

When the employés of the street car com- 
pany found that the passengers were riding 
for a nickel on the strength of Judge Bali's 
recent decision they merely smiled, and made 
no attempt to compel the payment of the 
extra fares. : 


Meet with No Violence. 

The men who rode the entire distance fully 
expected that violence would be resorted to 
by the employés, but they were disappointed. 
However, they did not neglect to take the 
number of the conductor and the carin every 
instance, so that they could use the evidence 
if necessary. At all transfer points they 
asked for transfer slips, but these were 
promptly refused by the conductors. © 

The lines used in making the trip were the 
West Madison street electric, the West Madi- 
son street cable, the Lincdln avenue cable, 
and the Bowmanville electric. Alderman 
Race carried a supply of printed blanks, 
which he handed about to the other passen- 
gers in the cars, requesting them to ride from 
the city to Bowmanville for five cents, and 
to make a report to the Corporation Counsel’s 
office in case they were ejected by the em- 
ployés of the traction company. 

“after last night’s demonstration there is 
nothing but victory in storé for us,” said 
W. E. Golden. We rode from Park avenue, 
in Austin, to Lawrence avenue, in Bowman- 
ville; for five cemts, and by allowing us to do 
so the traction company virtually relin- 
quished its right to demand an extra fare 
from any passenger. There is now no way 
for them to avoid giving us transfer slips, 
and I am certain that the slips will be issued 
secon.” a 

Enthusiasm at Meeting. 


At the mass-meeting the citizens displayed 
great enthusiasm for the movement, many 
standing in the aisles to hear the speakers. 


and W. BE. Golden spoke againet the traction 
company, and urged the citizens to codperatie 
in \the fight. Bach speaker cited the im- 
portance of keeping up the fight, while the 
time was ripe, and asked that as many wom- 
en and children as possible be enlisted in 
the cause.

BRITISH DEFEND 


THE MULE CAMP 


United States Begins Investi- 
gation of Port Chalmette — 
Station, La. 


DENY PEARSON’S CHARGES 


English Officers Invite Inquiry 
and Declare They Rigidly Ob- 
serve Neutrality Laws. 


MEN NOTALLOWEDTO ENLIST 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

New Orleans, La., April 9.—[8pecial.]—In- 
formation, secretly secured, is being for- 
| warded from here to the State and War de- 
partments at Washington as to the exact 
conditions attending the British stock camp 
at Port Chalmette. Secret service men are 
hard at work. Even Chief John E. Wilkie 
| was here for a few hours, but he has gone on 


his men called him this way. 

Colonel E. H, Crowder, assigned to investi- 
gate by Adjutant Geenral Corbin of the 
United States army, spent the day canvass- 
ing the court records which came into ex- 
istence through the many rounds of litiga- 
tion raised by Geenral Samuel Pearson, for- 
merly of the Boer army, as props for his 
charges that England is violating the neu- 
trality laws. This is as far as the inquiry 
has proceeded. 
_ Official advices from Washington today in- 
dicate the War department originally in- 
tended a secret surveillance, and, on the 
facts thus gained, to: take open steps when 
the facts were in hand. Premature an- 
nouncement of the investigation plan has 
spoiled that idea. To inquiries from Wash- 
ington word was sent tonight that, under the 
conditions now raised, only a public inquiry 


can be of avail. 
May Involve Other Nations. 


New fuel was added by the return of two 
transports from Cape Town during the night 
and morning. Officers in this service have 
raised the claim that action on the part of 
-the United States likely will involve Russia, 
Austria, and Spain. In these three countries 
England is maintaining stock depots and 
shipping out thousands of mules and horses, 
Should the United States, as a result of the 
present inquiry, hold that neutrality laws 
are violated, then, it is contended, the 
European nations, which watch the interna- 
tional laws with jealousy, will take action. 


British Invite Investigation, 


England's representatives here, from the 
local Consul to the lowest ranking officer in 
charge of the shipments, insist they desire a 
searching, careful investigation. During the 
twenty-seven months that the British gov- 
ernment has been buying horses and mules 
in the United States for the south African 
service they show that $25,000,000 has been 
paid into American trade and industriai 
channels. Charges of neutrality violation, 
they point out, have been made only after 
this traffic has gone on for two years. Gov- 
ernmental restrictions, they assert, have 
kept their mouths closed and prevented 
answer being made to the charges raised 
by Pearson and other Boer representatives. 
An inquiry weuld allow presentation of their 
side of the matter. 


Deny Charges of Pearson. 


England’s agents, both military and civil, 
talked freely of the case, urging only that 
their names be withheld, as any statement 
accredited to them would involve an official 
collision with the British government heads. 
On one point especially do they demand in- 
quiry, and that bears on General Pearson's 
charges that 42,000 men have been carried 
Lput of this port for enlistment in the British 

Guard Against Entanglements. 

To prevent any entanglements with tha 
United States government, it is contended, 
the most extreme precautions have been 
taken.

Holds It Is Business Enterprise.

of a temper that made it indifferent what the 
trial was, to hand you this saber. I am glad 
to do it, as a guest of South Carolina, as 
the President of the United States, but glad- 
der to do it as your old friend and comrade.”’

E. Benjamin Andrews on Rhodes. 

Lincoln, Neb.; April 9.—[Special.]—Chan- 
cellor E. Benjamin Andrews today addressed 
the students of the university on the will 
of Cecil Rhodes. He considered the offer of 
scholarships a generous and novel proposi- 
tion and the conditions as altogether admira- 
ble. The chancellor said the maker of the 
will clearly manifested his opinion that the 
English speaking people are the most emi- 
nently fitted to take their part in ruling the 
affairs of the world. Chancellor Andrews, 
on ithe other hand, believed that other na- 
tions deserve their share of appreciation. 
For his part, he*declared that he likeé Ger- 
many remarkably well, and was pleased by 
the recognition Prince Henry obtained. He 
thought, furthermore, that undue stress is 
placed upon the importance of Great Brit- 
ain since the signs of the times seem to 
point to the United States as the future 
leader of progress. Oxford, he said, is not 
the scientific center of the world, but rather 
Cambridge. The University of Nebraska is 
ahead of Oxford in science. But still the 
will of Cécil Rhodes will do great good to 
American scholarship, urging on renewed 
college spirit. 


BRITISH BUDGET IS DELAYED. 


House of Commons Not to Receive New 
Financial Proposals Until 
Next Monday...

LONDON, April 10, 3 a. m.—Mr. Balfour 
announced to the House of Commons yester- 
day that the budget for the coming financial 
year would‘not be intréduced before next 
Monday. The budget was to have been pre- 
sented today.-. Not for a long number of 
years has the budget been postponed after 
the date of.its introduction had been once 
fixed, but Sir Michael Hicks-Beach has fal- 
len a victim to the east winds, which have 
prevailed more or less since April was ush- 
ered in. 

A change in the order of public business is 
rendered necessary by the postponement of 
the financial proposals, and advantage will 
be taken of the two days to proceed with the 
new rules. 

It is evident that the government expects 
much opposition to the budget, for ig addi- 
tion to allowing two days for the considera- 
tion of the Chancellor’s statement, Mr. Bal- 
four has given notice of his intention to sus- 
pend the rule which brings the debates to a 
close at midnight. 


This unusual precaution has caused much 5 
speculation as to the nature of the proposals 
‘which Hicks-Beach intends to submit to the 


House of Commons. 

It is rumored that Charles T. Yerkes has 
secured the powerful backing of Speyer Bros. 
to carry through the financial part of his 
comprehensive scheme for providing London 
with a system of electric underground rail- 
ways. 

The London cattle market scouts the idea 
of the establishment of the American beef 
trust in England. Butchers and meat trad- 
ers declare, however, that the scarcity of 
cattle will increase and prices continue to 
rise until the government once more allows 
South American cattle to be carried alive to 
this countfy for slaughter, and also removes 
the prohibition upon Canadian store cattle.

COPENHAGEN, April 9.—The secret ses- 
sion of the Upper House today resulted in 
three reports. The majority report favored 
by thirty-five members defers the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty ceding the West Indian 
Islands to the United States until a vote can 
be taken on the islands by the qualified elec- 
tors on property suffrage. Eight independ- 
ent members voted for ratification with a 
popular vote of the islands afterwards. 
About twenty-one government supporters 
voted for a ratification outright, following 
the example of the Lower House. These re- 
ports will be presented in open session and 
the two Houses will be forced to effect some 
compromise. Probably the final result will 
be the ratification of the treaty with a sub- 
sequent popular vote on the islands. The res- 
olution of the eight independents is a natural 
compromise. The jubilation of the oppo- 
nents of the treaty is not justified by the 


facts, because a resolution to reject the 


treaty outright was defeated by a vote of 35 
to 28. : | 
Vote to Come Next Week. 

The Landsthing will vote on the report in 
open session next week, when the question 
will be returned to the Folkething, or Lower 
House, which has already rat?Pfied the treaty 
without providing for a plebiscite. A con- 
ference committee will then be appointed, 
and it is thought possible that this will event- 
ually result in the adoption of the report sub- 
mitted by the eight Independents. 

The United States Minister to Denmark, 
Mr. Swenson, ignores the communications 
which Captain Christmas has addressed to 
him, denying the alleged bribery of Congress- 
men. Mr. Swenson declines to become in- 
volved in the Christmas-Gron quarrel. The 
Minister’s name has never been connected 
with the scandals, and it is asserted that 
Christmas is now trying to secure Mr. Swen- 
son’s influence in order to help himself out 
of a predicament.

PEACH TALK IN ENGLAND 


BOER DEMANDS FOR INDEPEND- 
ENCE TO BE DENIED. 


Gerald Balfour, President of the Board 
of Trade and Member of the Cabinet, 
Defines the Ministry’s Unbending 
Purpose on One Point—London Full 
of Rumors—Transvaalers Believed 


to Be Ready to Surrender, but the 


Orange Free Staters Are Not.

LONDON, April 10, 3 a. m.—Walter Long, 
President of the Local Government board, 
and Gerald Balfour, President of the Board 
of Trade, made speeches last night in which 
they indicated that the government does not 
anticipate that peace will be the outcome of 
the mission to the Boer leaders in the field 
of Acting President Schalk Burger of the 
Transvaal. 

Balfour, speaking at Leeds, said that. no 
negotiations were proceeding with Lord 


Kitchener, who was merely facilitating a 


conference between the Boer leaders. He 


added that he did not

All Kinds of rumors were current on 
the Stock Exchange, but nothing had reached 
official quarters in London to jusfify such an 
optimistic view of the situation. 

It is stated from Pretoria that Mr. Steyn, 
the former President of the Orange Free 
State, who is taking part in the peace nego- 
tiations in south Africa, is suffering from 
severe ophthalmia, and is threatened with 
total blindness.

ASK NEW TUNNEL GRANT 


CONDUITS MEANT FOR GENERAL 
DELIVERY BUSINESS. 


President Wheeler of IlHnois Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company 
Talks of the Plans—Acknowledges 
Necessity of Getting Permission 
from Council Before Entire Project 
Can Be Put in Operation—Transpor- 

tation of Mails Part of Scheme. 


The general down-town delivery of mails, 
new pers, and packages of all sorts is the 
use to which the Illinois Telephone and Tele- 


system of tunnels it has been constructing, in 
addition to using them for the stringing of 
telephone wires. President Wheeler. told the 
story at length yesterday, and, acknowledg- 
ing it would be necessary to get permission 
from the Council before'the plan could be 
put in operation, said the franchise would 
be requested as soon as the ordinance could 
be prepared. 

The plan outlined is for the most extensive 

system of conduits of large size ever devised 
in any city. Outside of the carrying of the 
teiephone wires it is proposed to handle the 
United States mails, either by pneumatic 
tubes or by a carrier system, as the govern- 
ment may prefer; to carry from all parts of 
the business district all packages and other 
articles now handled by delivery wagons; to 
carry newspapers from the offices of publica- 
tion to either depots or distributing stations; 
or, in other words, to transmit to and from 
all points reached by the conduits all mer- 
chandise and other articles not too bulky 
to be handled in them. 
If Congress authorizes the adoption of the 
pneumatic tube system for the transmission 
of mails in Chicago the company will.make 
a bid for the work. It claims, however, that 
its plan of carrying the mails is superior to 
the pneumatic tube system, and _ will be 
adopted instead of it. 


Discusses Plans of Company. 

Speaking of thé plans of his company, 
President Wheeler said: 3 

‘*‘We have built the conduits so far con- 
‘structed with the primary object of carrying 
telephone wires. We must put them in and 
establish our telephone system before we 
can do anything else. The wires; however, 
will be strung in the roofs of the tunnels, 
and we will have left ample space to be de- 
Vv, to other uses. In order to do this we 
hive recognized all along that we would 
have.to get the permiseion of the City Coun- 
cil, as our present franchise only entitles us 
to use the conduits for the stringing of tele- 
phone and telegraph wires. 

‘“*‘ We have been In no hurry about the mat- 
ter, as our first work of necessity is to get 
our telephone system established. We felt 
also that with the telephone system once in- 
stalled and working we would be in better 
shape to go before the Council and ask for 
an addition to the powers contained in our 
franchise than if we sought it in advance. 
The city government, however, is of the 
opinion we must get our full franchise before 
we can build the trunk line tunnels, and we 
will make application for an addition to our 
ordinance as soon as it can be drawn up. 

“The new ordinance will provide for tun- 
nel: 12x14 feet in the down-town district, to 


Mbe used as trunk lines. In the outlying dis- 


trict we will have 6x8 foot conduits. The 
trunk lines will be four miles long under 
down-town streets and will have an exten- 
sion running as far south as Sixty-third 
street, with lateral conduits at every street 
intersection of a half section line. On the 
North Side the system will extend to Diver- 
‘sey boulevard.” 


Could Carry Mailbags. 

Mr. Wheeler’s attention was called to the 
plan now before Congress to install a sys- 
tem of pneumatic tubes in Chicago for the 
transmission of the mails, for which the: 
United States government is asked to pay’ 
something like $500,000 a year. He was!

“If the government was to decide on any 
such plan,’’ said Mr. Wheeler, “‘ we could 
put the pneumatic tubes in our conduits at 


'a less cost than an independent company:

Emotional plays are out of fashion at the 
present time, and it must be accepted as a 
special compliment to Mr. Sonnenthal’s 
genius that a comparatively large audience 
attended the performance of “ Die Tochter 
des Herrn Fabricius”’ at Powers’ Theater 
last night. 

It was Mr. Sonnenthal’s third appearance 
during the present engagément and his sec- 
ond roéle. The play is in four acts and be- 
longs to the most powerful creations of Adolf 
Wilbrandt, one of Germany’s greatest 
dramatists of the present time. It is a 
strongly emotional play, full of a pathces 
which has the true ring of reality, replete 
with scenes and situations, profoundly stir- 
ring the interest and sympathies of every 
human heart. It tells a sad and pitiful story 
of a good and warm-hearted man who is cast 
away by the wife he loves because he does 
not suit her ambitions. He sinks lower and 
lower, until in a dark hour he commits a 
crime which the law punishes with imprison- 
ment for thirty years. After his release he 


accidentally meets his daughter. who had #8 


also been sent adrift by his wife, and of 
whose existence he had never known. His 
daughter, a widow with one child, feels deep 
sympathy for her father, but for the sake of 
her child she hesitates to acknowledge him 
as her father. The latter is discovered in 
the house in which his daughter lives, and 
which he had entered to see his little grand- 
son. He is arrested, and at the preliminary 
investigation refuses to save himself by di- 
vulging his relationship to the woman in 
whose house he had been found. Even when 
his daughter informs the examining Judge 
that the prisoner is her father and had only 
come to see her, the old man refuses to ad- 
mit this relationship. Not until his grand- 
son appeals to him does he break through the 
stubbornly maintained reserve and yields to 
the united appeals of his daughter and 
grandson. There is probably not another 
part in dramatic literature which offers such 
possibilities to the emotional power of an 
actor and to his ability of characterization. 
That an actor of Mr. Sonnenthal’s genius 
and conscientiousness would not miss an op- 
portunity like that goes without saying. His 
Fabricius is a remarkable creation, a perfect 


| study of one of the most interesting psycho- . 


logical phases of human life. In a masterly 
manner he impersonates the cowed and 
broken spirited ex-convict, whose cynicism, 
in spite of all the sufferings of twenty-four 
years, is only supe and melts away be- 
fore the sympathetic warmth of his daugh- 
ter’s love. 

Mr. Sonnenthal was well supported by the 

members of the company. Each one of the 
important parts was in the hands of an ex- 
cellent actor, and seldom has a better of even 
as good ensemble been seen here. Hedwig 
Lange played the part of Agathe Stern witir 
dignified reserve, but proved in the last act 
that she does not lack emotional power of a 
‘high order. The Frau Wohimuth of Meta 
Buenger deserves unstinted praise. One of 
the cleverest pleces of artistic characteriza- 
tion was the Demmiler of Mr. Kupfer. Mr. 
Rottmann as Rolf, Hermine Warna as Ida 
Reinhold, and Max Haenseler as Eulenstein 
were eminently satisfactory. Little George 
Buenger filled the part of Hugo Stern to his 
credit.

“Les Huguenots’ received its only pres- 
entation during the engagement of the Grau 
company at the Auditorium last evening. 
The cast was a “ big’’ one, containing no 
Jess than six of the leading principal's of the 
troupe, and yet the audience was one of the 
iightest of the season. 

Last year the same opera was offered with 
a similar all-star allotment of r&jes, and the 
house was crowded to the limit of its capaci- 
ty. it true Jean de Reszgke sang Raoul on 
that occasion, and the glamour of his name 
doubtless had much to do with attracting 
the public, but, even remembering this fact, 
the small attendance last evening came in 
the nature of a surprise. The explanation 
probably is to be found partly in the Wagner 
trilogy having place in the repertory and 
claiming the major portion of public atten- 


gion. and partly in the offering of a still big- 


gertast in the Magic Flute.”’ 

Mr. Grau has gone a step farther in the 
constellation business this year than he did 
last, putting more stars into Mozart’s opera 
than he did into Meyerbeer’s, and since we 
are ardent star. worshipers, we pay our 
dollars to gaze at the largest group. No one 
would regret the downfall of Meyerbeer and 
the rise of Mozart, but enthusiasm over the 
change of composers would only be possible 
were it known that music hed anything 
whatever to do with the matter, and it is 
known that it hasn’t. It's a question solely 
of stars, not of operas! 

But the thought does intrude occasionally 
as to what Mr. Grau is going to do in the 
future. He now has a cast with eight stars— 
it draws the crowd. The one with six, that 
last year did the same, is now useless to 
him, for he loses money onit. If he brings 
ten stars together next year, then the eight 
of this season,are rendered valueless. The 
limit soon will be reached, not so mutch be- 
cause Operas with twenty or thirty star rdles 
are lacking—such could be written—but be- 
cause the supply of great singers is limited. 
We will accept nothing but the ‘What 
Mr. Grau do? 

The performance last evening was one of 
excellence, although not so spirited and bril- 
liant’ as that of a yearago. The light audi- 
ence exerted a depressing influence, and, 
while all moved smoothly and well on the 
stage, there was wanting that life and ani- 
mation that are essential to a stirring per- 
formance of “ Les Huguenots.’"’ Meyerbeer’s 
score contains so large a proportion of the 
trivfal and artificial that only the utmost 
spirit infused into it by the singers engaged 
in its performance can lend it a semblance of 
real worth. 

Mme Sembrich's sincere and lovely art 
made the opening of the second act an inci- 
dent of beauty and gladness, and the splen- 
did dramatic intensity Mr, Alvarez and Mme. 
Breval brought the singing of the one 
really live piece of musical writing in the 
opera, the duet in the fourth act, gave the 
close of the evening the brilliancy and fervor 
that rouse genuine and hearty enthusiasm. 
This duet was the point in which the per- 
formance this year o’ertopped that of last. 
The duet cannot be satisfactorify sung with- 
out voice—lots of it. No amount of art will 
suffice. Voice is indispensable, and the tenor 
this year had this indispensable factor and 
gave of it liberally. Mme. Brevad?l-was a4 
worthy assistant of Mr. Alvarez in this 
seene, and the product of their combined 
efforts was a performance that will not soon 
be forgotten by those privileged to enjoy it.

“For years I have endeavored to get the 
Chicago Postoffice on an eight-hour basis 
and, with the codperation of the department, 
have succeeded within a few momiénts. The 
increases have been made from time to time, 
and more will be made, so as to enable the 
clerks to quit work at the end of the work- 
» Ing day as fixed by Congress.”’

I am opposed to 
this measure because, in order to give it effect, it 
becomes necessary to violate a solemn promise of 
the Republican party deliberately made in solemn 
convention to the American people; because I be- 
lieve it will be harmful to\the agricultural and 
industrial classes of the United States, whose 
great interests have’ been confided to our care; 
because I believe it will be harmful in the ex- 
treme to the Island of Cuba; because I believe 
that the principal beneficiary 1 be the Amer-

Another Voice from. Minnesota. 

Mr. Morris {Minn.], another of the Repub- 
licans opposed to the bill, and the author of 
the rebate plan of relieving Cuba, which was 
rejected by the Republican caucus, made an 
exhaustive argument against the measure. 
He cited the evidence of witnesses before 
the committee, whom he described as “* disin- 
terested,’’ to show that the cost of producing 
sugar in Cuba had been exaggerated; that 
instead of being two cents a pound it was 
one and a half cents, and that therefore at 
the present price in Havana the Cubans 
would receive a profit of .31 cent per pound. 
He further argued that there was no moral 
obligation upon the United States to make 
the proposed concession. No country had 
done more for another than the United States 
had for Cuba. 

If more was necessary, Mr. Morris said, he 
was willing to go further and relieve Cuba 
by the rebate plan, which, he declared, was 
the only method by which the relief would 
reach those for whom it was intended. He 
read the report of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee against the proposition for free sugar 
from Porto Rico, which said the sugar trust 
would receive the entire benefit of the re- 
movai of the duty.. The report had been pre- 
pared by Mr. Grosvenor, but all the Repub- 
lican members of the committee had swb- 
scribed to it. If the statements were true 


continued: 

We are not here to make laws for the benefit of 
soldiers of fortune who go to Cuba instead of 
home, and of such buccaneers as Mr. Havemeyer, 
the head of the sugar trust. But, gentlemen 
{turning to his Republican colleagues], if you are 
détermined to do this thing, if you insist upon giv- 
ing the sugar trust a present of two and a half 
millions, let us give the sugar trust a dose of its 
own medicine. Let us force the trust to drink of 
the cup which it commends toothers. Let us take 
the differential off refined sugar, under which the 
trust has grown strong and powerful. 

Asks Deniocrats for Help. « 

He called on the Democrats to stand with 
the Republicans and “ hit’’ the sugar trust 
and “ hit it hard.’’ The Democrats cried out 
that they would join with the Republicans 
and applauded vigorously. 

Mr. Mondell [Wyo.] followed with a_ set 
speech in favor of the bill. He argued that 
conditions in Cuba made it necessary that 
the relief contained in this bill should be 
granted if the new Cuban republic was to 
be inaugurated with any hope of success. 
Free Cuba to be successful must be ‘prosper- 
ous. Industrial disaster there would mean 
chaos, chaos would mean. intervention, and 
intervention would mean annexation. Asa 
friend of the beet sugar industry who de- 
sired to put off the day of annexation he said 
he would support the pending bill. : 

Mr. Ball [Tex.] opposed the bill. He con- 
tended that it would afford no relief to Cuba, 
The bill was a Republican measure, and be- 
ing such he was ready to assume the respon- 
sibility of taking his stand with the Demo- 
crats of Louisiana in opposition to it rather 
than with the Republicans of Pennsylvania 
in favor of it. He denied that the bill was 
in line with Democratic doctrine, because 
it was admitted that it would not result in 
reducing the price of sugar to the American 
consumer, Its sole beneficiary, he argued,

There 
also are other concerne occupying Dix street, 
which is a short thoroughfare near the river, 
south of Chicago avenue, and near the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railway tracks. The

‘The Paepcke Lumber company is the 
neighbor of the leather company, and refuses 
to allow the city to rent the street to the 
leather company,” said Mr. Blocki last night. 
“As the Paepcke interests own land abut-

BRICKLATERS ONAST 


Demand That Pay Be Increased Five 
Cents an Hour, Which Is Refused—

The first strike of the bricklayers fn en- 
forcement of their demand for 55 cents an 
hour took place yesterday.

The officers of the union declined to rec- 
ognize the strike. The men struck as indi- 
viduals—not as members of the union. By

employed union men. % 
.“*The men will have to adjust their differ- 
ences themselves,” said Secretary Smith of | 
the Bricklayers’ union. ‘“‘ We have nothing 
to do with the strike and will pay no atten- 
tion to it,” | 


Foreshadows Larger Strike, 

The strike indicates the course the brick- 
layers will follow pending action on the 
proposition to strike in two weeks, It is 
held they will quietly leave their work and 
tie up buildings all over the city, They base 
much of their hope for success on the fact 
there is such a demand for bricklayers all 
over the country that it will be impossible 
for local contractors to fill the positions of 
their former employés. 

The bricklayers were the first.to break 
away from the old Building Trades council 
in 1900, and other labor bodies, it is declared, 
would enjoy nothing better than to see them 
compelled to make a hard t.. The union 
is not affiliated with the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor or with the Board of Business 
—— which has charge of the building 
trades. 


Strike on Rock Island Depot. 


About 450 building laborers struck yester- 
day on the new Rock Island Depot. They 
demanded an increase in wages from 25 to 
28 cents an hour, and Grace & Hyde, the con- 
tractors, denied it. The men insist they have 
been deceived by some one, as they were 
given to believe that a new agreement, grant- 
ing 28 cents, had been signed, becoming ef- 
fective on April 1. They learned later that 
the agreement does not go into effect until | 
June 1. The contractors were given just 
three minutes to decide whether they grant: 
the demand. 

The strike of the laborers tied up the build- 
ing. The carpenters were laid off because 
there was nothing for them to do. The con- 
tractors later opened communication with 
the carpenters to see if they would work 
with non-union laborers, and were informed 
that the carpenters as a body would takemo 
official action, but the union could not*be 
responsible for the actions of the workmen 
individually.

BIG RAILROAD DEAL RUMORED 
In WALL STREET. 


Morgan Said to 
Have Purchased Majority of Stock 
in Rival Line—Heavy Trading in 
Two Issues Points to Some Such De- 
velopment, but All Concerned Re- 
fuse Either to Confirm or Deny the 
Story. 


New York, April 9.—[Special.]—It was re- | 


ported in Wall street today that the South- 
ern railway company had acquired control of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad com- 


pany by purchase of the stock of the latter | 


company in the open market and by private 
sale. Neither confirmation nor denial of the 
report is forthcoming, but the story is re- 
garded as not improbable in view of the re- 
cent purchase of the Atlanta, Knoxville, and 
Northern, and the possibility of the acqul- 
sition of the Evansville and Terre Haute and 
Chicago and Eastern [llinols, which would 
give the Louisville and Nashville a straight 
line inte Chicago. | 
Heavy Buying of Stocks. 

This belief was also increased by the enor- 
mous buying of Louisville and Nashville 
stock in the last few days, the transactions 
today and yesterday amounting fully one- 
half of the entire capital issue of the com- 
pany. Coincidently remarkable, activity 
and strength have developed in the Southern 
Railway shares. 

J. P. Morgan & Co., the controlling interest 
in the Southern Railyway; August Belmont, 
chairman of the board of Louisville and 
Nashville; President Spencer of the South- 
ern Railway; and Charles Gates, John W. 
Gates’ son, speaking for his father, all de- 
nied knowing anything of such a deal. 

- The theory of the purchase by Southern 
Railway found many believers in Wall street 
on the theory that “ the ticker tells the tale.” 


Indications of Deal. 

It fe pointed out that the Louisville and 
Nashville has been extending into the South- 
ern railway's “territory and that therefore 
the only way to prevent this would be for the 
Southern to obtain, if not actual control, at 
least influential representation in the Louis- 
ville and Nashville’s directorate. A special 
meeting of the Southern Railway company 
has been called for several weeks hence, and 
that one of the purpd@ses of this meeting is 
to increase the number of the company’s di- 
rectors. It is suggested that this may be to 
give representation to interests identified 
with the Louisville and Nashville. : 

In other quarters the movement both in 
Louisville and Nashville and in Southern 
Railway is ascribed solely to John W. Gates 
and his friends as a speculative venture; in 
other quarters it is deciared to be for con- 
trol by the Moore brothers; while in still 
others it is said that some prominent insid- 
ers have been caught short of their own 
stock, much as in the case of Northern Pa- } 


cific. 


L. AND N. MAY BUY TWO ROADS. 


Report in Chicago Differs from That 
Bent Out from the | 
East. 


The information in Chicago regarding the 
Louisville and Nashville is different from 
that in the East. Prominent railroad 
officials here believe that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville road will soon 
acquire control of the Chicago 
and WBastern Illinois and Evansville and 
Terre Haute railroads, thus securing an in- 
dependent outlet to Chicago. The issue of 
$15,000,000 stock recently authorized by the 
directors of this road is taken as an Indica- 
tion that something of an important nature 
is contemplated. Insiders who evidently 
know whatiis going on are said to be re- 
sponsible for the large advance in Louisville 
and Nashville stock during the last few 
days by divulging the secret to others, 

The deal, it is said, would have been con- 
summated before now but for the financial 
complications in the Evansville and Terre 
Haute. Strong efforts are being made to 
adjust this trouble and thus remove the 
main obstacle in the way of the sale of the 
road. E. C. Hooley of New ‘York, thé new 
President of the Evansville and Terre Haute; 
President Carpenter of the Chicago and 
Bastern Illinois, and other prominent offi- 
elals of the two roads have just returned to 
this city from Evansville, where they made 
a thorough investigation of the Evansville 
and Terre Haute’s affairs. None of them 
was willing to make a statement regarding 
the matter, and Mr. Hooley and others who 
were with him left for New York last even- 
ing. It is an open secret that the Louisville 
and Nashville a short time ago tried to get 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois at 160 a 
share, but H. H. Porter, who holdé a major- 
ity of the stock, refused to sell at that figure. 
President Smith of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville has not been anxious enough to get 
north of the Ohio River to pay the price de- 
mahded by Mr. Porter, but conditions have 
so changed lately as to make the extension 
of the Louisville and Nashville to Chicago 
necessary.

BAN AFTER UMPIRE LYNCH. 


President Johneon put a new twist into 
the affairs of the American league and its 
attitude toward contract jumpers yesterday 
by declaring that it was not at all certain 
either Pitcher James Hughes or Outflelder 
Sheckard would play with the Baltimore 
club this season, and indicating that there 
was a possibility that McGuire might not 
catch for Detroit. 

“As I understand the cage of Pitcher 
Hughes,” safd the American league execu- 
tive, ‘“‘he was not under contract to the 
Brooklyn club, but some of the dispatches 
indicate that he was. If he had signed a 
contract with Brooklyn he cannot play with 
the Baltimore club and must go back to 
Hanlon, so far as we are concerned. If he 
had not signed a contract, of course, Balti- 
more has the right to take him under exist- 
ing conditions: 

“It is not certain that Sheckard will be 
allowed to play with Baltimore. ‘That is 
for the league owners to decide. I have been 
opposed to taking Sheckard all along, andat 
the time the Baltimore club first broached 
the matter to me I wrote strongly advising 
against it. L told them public sentiment was 
against it and against players of Sheckard’s 
stripe. They were told that the consent of 
the other club owners must be obtained be- 
fore they could play Sheckard, and so far 
as I know no effort has been made -to secure 
that consent. I doubtif they can get it, as 


f | there is much opposition in the league toward 


that player on account of his conduct on 
the diamond last year, as well as because of 
his desertion of McGraw. — 


McGuire’s Case Peculiar. 


*“ McGuire's case is a peculiar one, and the 
league clubs have not taken action on that, 
either. He signed an agreement last fall 
with Detroit stronger than the one by which 
Brush attempted to establigh his right to 
Parent and Winters of the Boston club. By 
making that move Brush established a bad 
precedent, and Detroit made the argument 
that it had a right to McGuire’s services if 
Cincinnati had any claim on Parent. ; 

“*In every other case where the American 
league has taken back a player who jumped 
us last year I have insisted on an expression 
from each club member, with the under- 
standing that if any club put in a dissenting 
voice the player could not be signed. In 
each case there has been ne dissent made, 
because extenuating circumstances have 
been brought forward in favor of the player. 
But the whole business has put the Ameri- 
can league in a bad light, and there must be 
an end to it. Once the bars were let down 
it became difficult to draw the lie, but one 
must be drawn. 

‘“‘Under no circumstances will Hughes 
play with Baltimore if he has signed with 
Hanlon. There never was a chance for De- 
montreville to play with any American 
league club, because Boston has hiscontract 
for this season. Every other case except 
those of Sheckard and McGuire has been de- 

cided by the club owners themselves. It 
is up to them now to decide these.” | 


May Sign Umpire Lynch.

The tax on tea was left undisturbed six 
months longer than on other articles in the 
war revenue measure to enable tea handiers 
to dispose of accumulated stocks and to have 
the market generaily in better oondition 
when the tax expires, 

Foreign growers have strongly

Under the tax, receipts have gradually in- 
creased. On the 1888-'99 crop they were 
82,908,000 pounds; 1880-1900 crop, 85,907,000

It is estimated that on the 10901-'02 crop not 
over 76,479,000 pounds will come forward.

HE destruction of Euston Hall by fire 

on Saturday is calculated to excite a 
deal of sympathy: for its aged 
owner, the octogenarian Duke of 
Grafton. For he is exceedingly poor— 

that is to say, for a peer of his rank, and it 
is difficult to see how he will be able to re- 
build his ancestral home and to restore its 
former glories. Moreover, he has had more 
than the ordinary share of domestic sor- 


‘rows, both through his eldest son, Lord Eus- 


ton, and his only daughter, Lady Eleanor 
Harbord. 
Lord Euston indeed, a fine specimen of 


manhood, standing over 6 feet 4 inches in his 


stockings, has been for many years en- 
deavoring, but in, vain, to free himself from 
the. bonds of an altogether odious marriage, 
which he contracted ‘in a moment of tempo- 
rary mental aberration. His wife, the 
Countess of Euston, who on the death of the 
old Duke of Grafton will become Duchess of 
Grafton and a full-fledged ‘peeress of the 
realm, bore, prior to her marriage in 1871 to 
Lord Euston, the name of Kate Walsh, al- 
though her de-guerre"’ in the half 
psy of which she was a member was Kate 
Cook. 

Lord Euston quickly came to his senses, 
and, settling upon her $50,000, left her. in 
England and went to Australia, where he re- 
mained for several years. On his return she 


commenced suit against him for alimony and 


restitution of conjugal rights, the $50,000 
which he had settled upon her prior to his 
departure having been embezzled by the 
lawyer intrusted with the investment of the 
sum. Lord Euston declined to have any- 
thing to do with her and set to work to get 
rid of his matrimonial bonds. The investi- 
gation that had been carried on by his law- 
yers while he was in Australia had led to the 
discovery that Lady Euston had been previ- 
ously married to a man by the name of 


| George Manley Smith, who was still alive at 


the time of her marriage to Lord Euston. 


Smith was found living in New Zealand 
and was brought over to England by the 
Duke of Grafton and his family for the pur- 
pose of giving testimony as to his marriage 
with Lady Euston when the case came on in 
the divorce court. His evidence was per- 
fectly satisfactory and convincing as far as 
his marriage to Lady Euston was concerned. 
But on cross-examination Lord Euston and 
his father were horrified to find that Smith 
in his turn ‘had a wife living at the time 


when he went through the ceremony of mar- 


riage with Kate Walsh, and that, therefore, 
the latter was not legally married until she 
wedded the Earl of Euston. The case, there- 


fore, was decided by the courts against the 
Earl, and the woman remains to this day

The Duke of Grafton is of royal ancestry, 
the first Duke having been the son of King 
Charlies II. by that Barbara Villiers who 
was created by the ‘* Merrie Monarch 
Duchess Of Cleveland, and the present Duke 
by virtue of this descent bears the royal arms 
of England, “ bruised ’’ by baton sinister. 
The present Duke is a soldier by profession 
and served fwith considerable distinction in 
the Crimean war, where he received a shot 
in the chin which caused his life to hang in 
the balance for many days. He joined the 
household of Queen Victoria as equerry 
when Edward VII. was a mere boy; and the 
King, who has always held hfm ‘in high re- 
gard, has insisted on his continuing to form 
part of the royal household in the role of 
honorary equerry. He is rather old-fash- 
ioned in his ideas and somewhat despotic 
with his tenants, insisting that not only 


every tenant but also the latter's family 


should attend’ some place of worship regu- 
larly on Sunday and Christmas day under 
penalty of notice to quit. As Lord Euston 
has no children the dukedom will eventually 
pass to the now 19-year-old son gf Lord Al- 
fred Fitzroy, who is about to enter the pro-
